HOUSE OF UNUSUAL FEATURES. 
OME of the prettiest effects imag- 
inable in home exteriors have 
been obtained by the use of cob- 
ble stones as the materials for 
the walis. This is especially true of 
homes that are used only in the sum. 
mer, or houses set in rustic surround- 


Qne type of the cobble stone house is 
Shown in the accompanying design. 
This house represents a thoroughly ° 
modern adaptation of the cobbie stone. 
The structure is rustic in appearance, 
but bears the marks of the latest ideas 
fn house design. It is of the bunga- 
low type of story and a half house, con- 
taining seven rooms and bath. The size 
is only 30 by 32 feet, which is mot an 
expensive house to build. 

The unusual feature about the ex- 
terior treatment of this house is the 
overhang of the second floor, which 
forms the porch roof. The porch is 
80 feet wide and 10 feet deep, and is 
beautified by the porch walls and the 
Pillars that support the upper floor. 
The cobbie stone walls only extend to 


’ the second floor sill. Above the house 


is of frame construction, with cobble 
stone panels in the front and rear 
gables, and with cobble stone for the 
walls of the dormer projectio The 
latter give size and height to the bed- 
rooms. | 

How cozily and conveniently the 
seven rooms are arranged is shown by

It 
certainly is a distinctive home, and 
one that the owner can furnish in a 
most artistic way—a way that will pre- 
serve the impression of the country 
that its exterior gives. 

Last week we peeped into the front 
part of our illustrated house. This 
week let us have a little glimpse into 
the kitchen. It is perfectly ideal. The 
house is wired for electricity and in the 
kitchen is an icebox that freezes its 
own ice. Can you imagine anything 
nicer than that? All you have to do 
is to put the electric plug into the 
socket, fill a little drawer full of water, 
and in no time, presto! behold the ice 
in small cubes, small enough to drop 
into glasses. The inside of the ice 
drawer is divided like the boxes eggs 
come in. This icebox keeps the food 
wholesome and clean and really is 
worth considering when building. It

ADICAL unionism continually dwells upon the dan- 

gerous mines laid by the “ capitalistic class.” He has 

no friendship for the employer who has demon- 
strated his friendship toward organized labor. He believes 
every man who is ambitious to become a factor in the world 
of business, who saves a few dollars to begin with, imme 
diately becomes an enemy to the cause of labor. The new 
employer, notwithstanding his sympathies have been with 
his union, finds: himself forced to the other side of the 
imaginary line. No matter what he may do or say, he is, 
perforce, an enemy from this time on. As a natural conse- 
quence he begins to erect barriers around his business, be- 
comes a greater or lesser opponent of his trade union, in 
the desire to protect himself from the rabid measures urged 
by his erstwhile companion, from whom he has a right to 
expect the kindest remembrances. : 

The conservative man is not easily carried away by 
flights of oratory. While he acknowledges there is a diver- 
sity of interest between himself and his employer, he be- 
lieves that if he giveg a reasonable arhount of service for 
his wage there is no reason why amicable relations should 
not continue. He recognizes the employer has some rights, 
and that collective bargaining means a give and take dispo- 
sition with a view toward maximum benefit at @ minimum 
of economic destruction. . 

Still, he is impressed with a vague belief that he is the 
victim of a conspiracy. It makes little difference whether 
he gets $5 or $10 a day; in time it reverts back to the un- 
seen, jnexorable power that clutches his existence. It 
makes little difference whether he spends his money in car- 
ing for his family, like a model, industrious citizen, or 
whether he spends it in booze and riotous living. It is all 
sweated out of him in some form, leaving it merely to his 
tastes as to what he will choose in exchange.
